THE CITY UNDER ARMS.

Tba eicitement here today was at a very 


high pitch from six o'clock'this .morning 
until afternoon, the time when the militia 
appeared and the operatives began to gather 
at the park, whera a muss meeting was an- 
nounced to bo held. In, the vicinity of 
many of the mills at an early hour clusters 
of operators were gathered, ond they could 
be heard to say, "Wo will • neyer sign the 
agreement," and upon asking~them what

them and the operatives, forfeited; the pay 
due them for. the twenty-three days. Hun- 
dreds of them KaT« not signed the.document 
simply because they. do not understand it 
correctly. Bnt there are many who under 
their present feelings would not go in if 
they were naked to. sign .a »lip of blank 
paper. Tho bare idea ,ef being obliged to 
sign anything »t all goes against them. But 
the manufacturers' say; that: something .of 
this sort must be done.' Under the arrange- 
ments by which the help hsye been employed 
heretofore, they cannot with safety make a 
contract, 
for they have, no 
guarantee 


that they can produce tho , goods, .because 
there is no knowing when the operatives 
will take it into their heads to stop, work, 
which seriously embarrasses the manufac- 
turers. The operatives have taken advantage 
of the manufacturers being under contracts 
heretofore to carry their , point 
But.this 


time, the manufacturers made no contracts; 
and they are prepared .to act, decisively^ 
They say if there was any . other alternative 
than to impose this agreement upon the opr 
oratives, they would adopt it, but there is 
none, and they arc obliged to protect them- 
selves. 


.The operatives by their action today have 


lost much sympathy. 
Had Jihose that ob- 


jected to signing not interfered with 'or in- 
timidated by threats of :riost extreme vio-- 
lonoe those who were willing to sign,; more 
than half of every mill .in town would have 
baon in operation this afternoon,and by the 
last of the week there' is no doubt but all of 
the mills would bo running in full. : Most 
certainly tho agreement is at present simply 
a bugboar to many of the .help. 
Many 


threats to burn property have been made 
today, and it IB reported that the Daven- 
port schoolbouso, n largo and elegant struct- 
ure not yet completed, was set on.fire 
this forenoon in several places, but fortu- 
nately extinguished before tho flames had 
'gained any serious headway. On the corner 
of Pleasant and Seventh streets this morn- 
ing, a paper was posted written as fol- 
lows:— 


JNow, boys, burn out Hock street. Make 


work for somebody. Come down on every 
agent's house in town. 


Another near tho "Wampanoag mill road as 


follows:— 


Burn everything before you. Take Eock 


street first. 


The residences on Rook street Bre owned 


in a great measure by mill owners,but these 
threats have been made before, and aside 
from a barn or two being burned, very lit- 
tle has been done, The military, it is 
uadjratood, are to remain under arms un- 
til tho mills aro either running full or shut 
down again for another indefinite period. 
The manufacturers say that they will not 
withdraw the conditions, and that tho help 
can go to work under no other circum- 
stances.

NEW TOOK, Sept. 17. 


A special from lied Oloud agency dated 


the 24th inst.. gives tho following important 
news: Somo of the Sioux aro breaking 
camp this morning, preparatory to E sun 
danco. In tho opinion of many, the danger 
of an outbreak in tho council today ia very 
great. After the commissioners reached 
the Big Oottonwood Tree on the river bot- 
tom, 
tho Indians began coming in as on 


Tuesday in line of battle and singing, all 
being armed with breach-loading guns. The 
Brules came first, Spotted Tail on horse- 
back, all attired in thoir best, painted, and 
with feathers in their hair; a'nd presented a 
splendid sight. They rode thoir best ponies. 
Their dress was varied and rich in colors, 
and their arms'glisteued brilliantly.

Whilo waiting for tho usual preliminaries 


tho Uncpapas sent in word that they would 
attend tho council but would not dismount, 
giving as a reason that some of the discon- 
tented Ojjallallas and Choyennes proposed 
to open fire on the commission and break up 
tho council.
